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RUSSIAN ‘GRAIN DEALER’ CAME TO PRAGUE WITH BLUEPRINTS FOR PUTSCH, SAYS CATHOLIC LEADER 


Moscow Douhle-Cross On Spot Doomed Czechs

FRANKFURT, Germany, Sunday, Feb. 29—(INS)—The betrayal 
of Czechoslovakia is a record of Moscow double-crossing directed 
by a Russian Deputy Foreign Minister right on the spot in Prague. 

The Soviet official is Venceslav A. Zorin, who was ostensibly 
in Prague to peddle grain, but who brought disaster. 

The traitors within the country who aided Zorin include Zdenek 
Fierlinger, a Communist puppet who ostensibly goes under the party 
label of Social Democrat, and who hopes to replace Pres. Eduard 
Benes, 

The American people are asking: 

“How is it possible for a handful of gangsters to conquer 80 
democratic a country as Czechoslovakia?” 

Here is the explanation: 

It all started a month ago. The Democratic ministers brought up 
an issue in a cabinet meeting about which they had known for a 
long time, namely: 

That the Communists were stealing or “buying” arms from 
nationalized ammunition factories and distributing them among 
Communist workers. 


Arms Cache Found in Commie Hideout 


One huge arms cache was found in a Communist hideout and 
Communist Deputy Joseph Sosnar was obliged to resign because 
he obviously was involved in the whole business. 

The Democratic ministers decided this must cease. 

They also protested the appointments of dozens of Communists to 
high police and army posts. The appointments were made by Com- 
munist Minister of the Interior Vaclav Nosek and Defense Minister 
Gen. Ludvik Svoboda. 

The cabinet decided that these nominations were invalid and 
the appointees must be recalled. 

When no action was taken, the Democratic ministers announced 
they would stay away from cabinet meetings until the business was 
cleared up. 

Moscow, meanwhile, had deliberately deceived the Czechoslovak 
cabinet regarding the coming crisis. 


Gave Masaryk ‘No Red Putsch’ Pledge 


It let Foreign Minister Jan Masaryk, son of the great Thomas 
Masaryk, founder of our republic, know that the Soviet Government 
would not approve any Communist putsch. 

It went out of its way to bolster this assertion by saying that the 
Communists had suffered diplomatic reverses in France and Italy. 

Masaryk faithfully conveyed this information to his cabinet col- 
leagues, who thus were lulled into security. 

This was the situation last Thursday, the day before the non- 
Communist ministers refused to attend a cabinet meeting until the 
Interior Minister, Nosek, and Svoboda obeyed their orders to cancel 


their arbitrary appointments of Communists in key posts. 


On Thursday a plane landed at Prague’s airport and Czecho- 
slovakia’s fate was sealed.

In Hazards 


By CHARLES W. WHITE 


MUNCIE, Ind, Feb, 28— 
(NANA)—If you happen to be a 
farmer, your chances of getting 
killed or seriously hurt on the job 
this year are substantially greater 
than those in any other work clas- 
sification. 


Health authorities, State agricul- 
ture colleges, insurance companies 
and similar agencies are awake 
to the terrific accident toll that 
hits American farmers every year. 
They're trying to alert the farmer 
himself to the situation, and pub- 
licity concerning farm accidents is 
@ppearing more and more. But 
whether it will do any good is 
— much up to the farmer him- 
self. 


He can’t change the hazardous 
mature of his job. He is his own 
boss, using powerful and danger- 
ous machinery such as corn-pick- 
ers, combines and tractors. De- 
spite safety devices and warnings 
by manufacturers, the farmer is 
apt to do things the way he wants 
-—and no foreman or safety expert 
is looking over his shoulder. You 
can’t anchor a corn-picker or 
shredder in the same way, for in- 
stance, as a lathe or a drill press. 


“Besides, farmers do a lot of 
eareless things,” says Dr. Will 
Cc. Moore, of the Moore-Hurley 
Clinic here, who has treated 
hundreds of farm accident cases 
each Summer for years.

cliffs of the Allatoona, gorge and 
below him the tempestuous waters 
of the Etowah River flowing 
swiftly to a rendezvous. 


“All this is immense,” comment- 
ed Gen. Wheeler, as he looked 
about him. “A wonderful scene 
to look upon.” 

Then he led his party along the 
marrow catwalks of the dam for 
a more detailed inspection. And 
as he walked warily from mono- 
lith to monolith, he noted that a 
man working far below him look- 
ed like a pigmy ... but a pigmy 
doing the work of Leviathan. | 

Allatoona Dam will rise 210) 
feet above the river bed and none 
of the monoliths for its southern 
part is yet complete. But work 
has progressed far enough to en- 
able the contractors to begin work 
on the cofferdam for the north 
half of the structure. By the 
Summer they will be at work on 
the north part of the dam and 
will at the same time gradually 
close in an uncompleted section 
of the south half, purposely left 
open for the escape of water after 
the north cofferdam goes in. They 
expect to have a finished struc-| 
ture late in 1949. '

already in place and the contrac-| 
tors are now at work on the foun-| 
dations for the powerhouse. In dis-|

kee, Bartow, Floyd and Polk Coun- 
ties in 1943 yielded approximately 
400,000 tons of brown ore concen- 
trates averaging more than 45 per- 
cent iron. 

The reports cited the proximity 
of the deposits to Birmingham fur- 
naces and favorable freight rates 
as helping offset the small, irreg- 
ular shape of Georgia deposits.

Kuglar Credit to Cluh’s Ideals

The Number 1 alumnus of the Atlanta Boys’ 
Club. That’s the designation given Doyle (Whitey) 
Kuglar, six-foot, three-inch 190-pounder who 
never lost a boxing bout and who gained All- 
Star rating in football and basketball at Smith 
High in his first vear of high school sports. 

The story of the cotton-thatched youngster 
who, as a scrawny kid of eight joined the Boys’ 
Club in its first year of existence in 1938 and 
became its assistant athletic director while in 
his early teens, is an encouraging tale. 

The big fellow, who was given an athletic 
scholarship to Vanderbilt by Coach Red Sanders 
after he won All-GIAA honors at end for Coach 
Cecil Moon’s Smithies last season, was one of the 
first to join the Boys’ Club. 

“I was going to Key Grammar School when 
some of the kids told me about the Boys’ Club 
and all the fun they were having boxing, playing 
basketball and other sports,” Kuglar says. “Join- 
ing it was the best thing that ever happened to 
me. When my mother was working, I always 
headed straight for the Club after school. |! 
never thought of anything but- playing until 
they'd make us little kids go home at 8 o'clock. 
None of us ever had time to think of getting into 
mischief. The Boys’ Club is one of the greatest

Whitey’s name was a ewend around town 

as one of the best boxers the Boys’ Club ever 
turned out, and he attributes his skill to Richard 
Hilley, who has since shifted to the Jewish Edu- 
cational Alliance, 
Carter Morgan, new Boys’ Chub boxing coach, 
later took Kuglar under his wing. Whitey won the 
1945 light-heavyweight crown in the city tourna- 
ment at the Club and in 17. high school bouts 
and others at Lakewood. He has never lost. 


The 18-year-oldster wanted to play football 
and basketball his senior year in high school, so 
he resigned his Boys’ Club position last Fall. 


It was the same story in basketball. His re 
trieving and balli-handling ability delighted fans 
at Grady court each week, and until mumps laid 
him low the Smithies had not lost a league game. 

Coach Shirley Watkins, who was Boys’ Club 
Athletic Director over Kuglar, terms Whitey 
the best ‘“‘money player” he has seen. “He's not 
only one of the finest boys personally I ever 
knew but one of the best athletes when the chips 
are down,” 

Whitey Kuglar is living proof that W. W. 
Woolfolk, for many years director of the Club 
and now Judge of Fulton County’s Juvenile 
Court, was right back in 1933 when he began 
agitation for the founding of the Boys’ Club.

religious bigot nor a pagan—but a)

L. L. White in a daring and’ 
provocative book has made a 
spectacular contribution to the un- 
derstanding of our present chaotic 
world.

Please try to visualize a new sort of human being: “Unitary Man.” 
Unitary Man (our next development, according to the author), is 
integrated, co-ordinated, and international in his vision. He has 


achieved a modus vivendi between 


instinct and reason. He has over- 


come the suicidal “dualisms” which have ali but accomplished the 
decline of European man. He is in tune with nature. He is neither a 


religious bigot nor a pagan—but a) 
whole or complete man who sees 
no basic conflict between freedom 
and necessity, between mind and 
body, between spirit and sub- 
stance. 

L. L. White in a daring and! 
provocative book has made a 
spectacular contribution to the un- 
derstanding of our present chaotic 
world. It is, perhaps, the first op- 
timistic note to come from a first- 
rate brain since homo sapiens 
learned how to atomize entire 
cities. 

To really understand the book 
you need a working knowledge of 
philosophy, comparative religion, 
ancient, medieval and modern his- 
tory. It would also help if you 
could follow the author in the 
higher reaches of physics (which 
I can’t) and in anthropology and: 
biology (not beyond what you re- 
member from college). 

After some 40 hours of reading 
and rereading this book, I think 
I can summarize its main argu- 
ment fairly. 

The brain of man is uhique. Its 
duel functions are (1) to store and 
analyze experience and (2) to act 
instinctively for self-preservation 
and continuance of the species. 

Until shortly before the Chris- 
tian era this presupposed no dan- 

us dualism or schizopbrenia. 

an was relatively unawtre of 

paradox. He had not isolated so- 
ealled “good” and “evil.” ® 

This pristine “imnocence” was 
shattered when man began to re- 
alize that reason was often in con- 
flict with instinct. Through a se- 
ries of “coincidences” (including 
Christ, Plato and Caesar, Juda- 
istic ethics, Greek philosophy and 
Roman law), self-conscious Euro- 
pean man called instinct “evil” 
and reason “good.” He “invented” 
God and the Devil, says Whyte. 
He posed paganism against spir- 
ituality. And he laid the ground- 
work for his final collapse as an 
0 amamems and happy super-ani- 
mai. 

How to reachieve on a higher 
level the alleged co-ordination of 
early mankind is the principal 
aim of this book. 

Whyte probably is guilty of 
Utopian thinking in meeeeng Set 
man ever had such unity. He is 
also, perhaps, guilty of excessive 
optimism in imagining that mod- 
ern man will ever achieve such 
unity in the face of the increas- 
ing stresses and strains of speciali- 
zation in the atomic age. 

However, the reader can only 
wish him well, since if he is 
wrong, the race of man is in im- 
mediate danger of wiping itself 
from the face of the earth. 

In a spirited and discerning pair 
of chapters, analyzes the 
lessons we may learn from nine 


Kepler, Descartes, Spinoza, Goethe, 
Marx and Freud. Heraclitus pre- 
cedes the dangerous dualism of. 
later thinkers. Marx is defined as 
@ crude and premature Unitary 
thinker who postdates dualism. Ac- 
tually, of course, Marx was the 
most dangerous and muddleheaded 
of the dualists. 

Whyte thinks that Marxism (for 
reasons he explains. at some 
length), has more than a fighting 
chance to partially condition “Uni- 
tary Man”—that mythical “norm” 
toward which we are all supposed- 
ly developing. He is not dogmatic 
sbout this, however. He recog- 
nizes Russia's sins of omission and 
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commission and envisions evolu- 
tion, not revolution, in the West. 

Whyte presupposes American 
leadership during the next 50 
years, the rather rapid industrial- 
ization of Asia, and the necessity 
of thinking in planetary terms of 
universal human good if we would 
avoid global suicide. : 

hat Whyte fails to do in this 
book is to point out specifically 
the ways in which we can obliter- 
ate the lethal dualisms which con- 
front us. The first step, I should 
think, would be the establishment 
of World Government (with or 
without Russia). 

If you can master the three-page 
glossary of strangely used terms, 
and can hurdle the miasma of the 
two first chapters, you will find 

in a brave new world. 
has hit squarely upon the 


danger at the center of Western 


civilization. 


Unless we can once more 
achieve an harmonious co-ordina- 
tion between man and nature, rea- 
son and instinct, we will continue 
to be fit subjects for mental in- 
stitutions, expressing our personal 
a in wars and revolu- 

ons.

Sometimes the mystery sur- 
rounding the disappearance of 
the author—as in the case of 
Ambrose Bierce in Mexico, and 
Richard Halliburton, whose Chi- 
nese junk was lost in the Pacific 
—lends a touch of understand- 
able fantasy to the growing 
legend.

Oil Diplomacy 


Eugene Rostow offers “A Na- 


ers an area of 730 square miles, or 
nearly 500,000 acres. It is a shal- 
low, saucer-shaped body of water 
with a shoreline of 135 miles. 
The Indians named it Okeechobee, 
which mears “big water,” and it 
is aptly named, since, next to 
Lake Michigan, it is the largest 
expanse of fresh water lying whol- 
ly within the United States, Some 
8,000,000 acres are linked to Okee- 


chobee thropigh its water system, 
which covers one-fifth of Florida. 

Fanciful stories and fantastic 
legends dre part and parcel of 
Okeechobeeland. Within its vast 
boundaries are a vegetable king- 
dom, a cattle kingdom end an 
agro-industrial empire. Dr. and 
Mrs. Hanna give us a sprightly 
history of the region, its back- 
ground, problems, inhabitants, 
flora and fauna. 

Although the Spaniards came to 
Florida 400 years ago, three cen- 
turles were due to pass before 
the white man ventured within 
the region of Okeechobée. Even 
today, the vast tourist horde that 
descends upon the resort cities of 
Florida in the Winter are unaware 
of the fascination *to be found in 
Okeechobeeland. 

Due to its comparative obscurity 
until the turn of the century, this 
book deals mainly with the Okee- 
chobee territory during the past 
five decades, through boom and 
bust, flood and hurricane, war and 
peace, violence and lawlessness. 

It is one of the most interest- 
ing of Bobbs-Merrill’s American 
Lakes Series, edited by Milo M. 
Quaife, and is, of course, doubly 
interesting to Georgians, since 
Okeechobee lies right at our back- 
door, so to speak. 

Dr. Hanna, a native of Tampa, 
is Professor of History at Rollins 
College and Mrs, Hanna was for 
15 yeass head of the Department 
of History, Geography and Politi- 
cal Science at Florida State Uni, 
versity. 

_ Their writing is authoritative 
since it stems from a wealth of ma- 
terial, much of it new, gathered 
in painstaking research. They en- 
liven the pages with anecdotes 
concerning the fabulous figures 
connected with the development 
of .the Flowery State and per- 
sonalities among the Seminoles, 
the banditti and the rum runners 
who used Okeechobeeland, of 
which the famous Everglades 
swamp are an integral part, “as 
a home and hideout, 

The story of Okeechobeeland is 
unfinished, the authors point out 
in their final chapter. Although 
the waters of the lake have been 
kept under control by an 85-mile 
levee, the harnessing of the water 
in the territory still remains a 
problem, The VU. S. Army Engi- 
neers, in their latest (1948) esti- 
mate of the cost, put the figure 
at $208,000,000.

Lennie Bogart, the boy whose 
father was killed by a Night Rider, 
has two principal motivations in 
life: his starry-eyed, muto love for 
Miss Cora, and his desire to track 
down his father’s assassin. 

The plot gets involved when he 
goes to live on the acres of Bayless 
Calhoun, prosperous tobacco grow- 
ing mountain squire. At the Cal 
houn manse are young girls who 
like to visit the boys in the tobacco 
barns; there is a triple secret at 
the big house; and there is the fas- 
cinating Miss Cora. 

In the course of this novel one 
gets a very clear picture of tobac- 
co culture “burning” 
seedbeds 

hoeing, topping, suckering, 
vesting, firing, stripping and bal- 
ing. “The Association” enforced 
its dictatorial decision by sending 
Night Riders to terrify the non- 
members.

Editor Constitution: The Consti- 
tution, always friendly in its atti- 
tude towards me, printed on Jan. 
20 an editorial under the heading 
“Undiplomatic Words.” A clipping 
of it has just reached me. It re 
lates to my recent appearance in 
Washington before the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee. Stress 
is laid upon the direct and un- 
diplomatic language I employed 
when calling upon the United 
States to guarantee the territorial 
integrity of the Western European 
nations. In a way, this feature of 
my formula for European recov- 
ery is the very crux and heart of 
the plan. In other words, the 
Western European democracies 
must unite to protect themselves 
and must operate more or less as 
a unit. Should they do this, we 
would guarantee their integrity 
and go to their defense in case of 
aggression. It is implicit in our 
membership in UN. 

Should these nations fail to 
close their ranks, they certainly 
will be yielding themselves to the 
temptation of an aggressor. It is 
my opinion that in case of failure 
to unify, the United States should 
withdraw completely from Europe: 
Their failure to help themselves 
would, in my opinion, free us from 
any obligation to set up a protec- 
tive area around their borders.

I am, it seems, cursed 
with a certain sense of responsibility. I go to these highly con- 
troversial programs feeling like a sacrificial lamb. Sometimes 
I get my throat cut and am barbecued. At other times, I manage 
to come out of it intact. 


But, there is no real profit in it. The critics on one side damn 
you as supporting the Claghorn type of congressman. The Ku 
Klux type mind hollerg that you talk to audiences with Negroes 
in them. Your mail reflects both criticisms. 


Wearily I go wearily home, tiptoe in not to awaken the sleep- 
ing, and think it over while drinking a glass of milk 
or so-in the kitchen to settle the jangling nerves. 


Unfortunately, the good Lord gave me no share of omniscience. 
There are those who have it. In a way, I envy them. There area 
lot of things which seem pretty clear to me. But I am usually 
able to understand why some other person’s background makes it 
impossible for it to be clear to him. I understand, for example, 
why most of the persons who join the Klan do so. The only con- 
tempt I have is for the organizers and leaders, who do know better, 


| all of whom are like a lot of birds of prey living off the sucker 


money they get from the new members. I am, I guess, omniscient 
about the Klan and similar organizations. I know them to be dis- 
eases which no decent community can afford to have. Also, while 
believing without reservation in human and civil rights, I cannot 
bring myself to be intellectually dishonest enough to oversimplify 
it as awaiting only the panacea of another law added to many others. 


Story Well, to get back to the story: ...1I accept invitations: 

to appear at these things because it seems to me some 
one ought to do so. There is a sense of duty, perhaps entirely un- 
justified, which seems to me to demand it. So I go, and later in 
the night, letting my wounds be soothed with milk, I resolve 
“never again.” But, come another invitation to argue important 
issues, and the imp, which at least wears the disgwise of righteous- 
ness, whispers in my ear: “It’s your duty.” 


So, I accept. And begin to worry and fret. 


The South On this night I was cast as I attempted to interpret 

the South’s position, as the only person with a nega- 
tive view of the proposed Federal legislation. Not a soul pres- 
ent was with me. 

It is not that 1 personally am against anything which will better 
man’s position or life. I have been saying for years that I think 
all qualified persons should have the right to’ vote. I long ago 
opposed the poll tax and made, I hope, some slight contribution 
to its demise in Georgia. And certainly I have urged that Negro 
workers with skills be given an opportunity to work, and have 
pointed out that for selfish reasons, if for no other, the South 
should be interested in a Negro citizen who could pay taxes and 
buy goods at stores. Also, I have joined in the fight for better 
schools and equal opportunity before the law. 


Opposition But, I have said that most of the South believes it 

now harmful to pass the proposed civil rights laws. 
I have said that an FEPC of force was not believed constitutional 
and was impossible of enforcement because you cannot legislate in 
the field of morality. Also, employers have civil rights, too. 

Here is what seems so plain to me: 

In India there is warfare and death and a struggle against 
castes and. between religions. 

In Palestine an ignorant, fanatical Arab population is led to 
battle and civil war on the basis of religion and ‘old customs and 
traditions. 

Here in the South there are old customs, traditions and walls of 
thought built by warfare, religion, economics and the forces of 
history ... as strong as those in far-off India; as fierce as those 
in Palestine. 

We cannot remove them by a law. Nor can we change them by 
moving the jurfes from the courthouse to the Federal building. 
The answer is within us, and it can be answered only from within 
the Southern pattern. 

So, I go and talk, and go home with my bruises, drink my milk 
and resolve “never again,” as nerves jangle and sleep is delayed. 
But, always there seems another time, and also I share the South’s 
feeling of guilt that we are not positive within our pattern or sys 
tem, as we must be to justify our argument. It isn’t too comfortable.

On National Scale 


If you have been listening to your radio dur- 
ing the past week, you have heard frequent men- 
tion of “Brotherhood Week.” Hardly a program 
which has not done its public duty by emphasizing this idea, not 
once, but many times. ; 

Christ said we should forgive 70 times seven. We have, in 
our thinking, applied this injunction, usually, to our individual re- 
lationships with other individuals. Of course we have failed, rather 
pitifully, to live up to the admonition, but many of us have, at least, 


tried. 

Not Enough Such a habit of forgiveness on the individual basis 
is not enough, however, if this troubled world is 

ever to lift itself more near the ideal of brotherhood and peace to 

which we aspire. 

There must be forgiveness for past injuries not only by indi- 
viduals, but by nations to other nations. 

World history is filled with the records of brutalities, vicious 
injustices, cruel persecutions inflicted upon one nation by another, 
more powerful. Nor is the story .confined to national divisions. 
There is an equal, if not greater, record of horrors perpetrated by 
one class upon another, by one religion upon another, by one race 
upon another. 

No nation is guiltless of these things. Our own history contains 
many examples. The story of our treatment of the Indians, the 
tribes whose land this was before the white man came, is a story 
of wretched brutalities which should bring shame. 

We, on the other hand, have been the sufferers at the hands 
of others. Witness the unjust taxation which caused the War of 
the Revolution. Witness the sneak attack at Pearl Harbor. 


: Can we forgive those who has trespassed 
Can We Forgive? against us? Can we abandon dreams of 
revenge and start anew, the hand of brotherhood extended to those 
nations which have, in the past, ‘despitefully used us? 

Can -Britain forgive the bombing of her cities?

On Merging City and County Schools 


Great steps toward coordination have been taken by the Atlanta and Fulton County School 
ments. Curriculum, facilities and standards have been made as nearly identical as possible, 
change of pupils between the two is now allowed. 


The stage is set for the next advance—consoli- 
dation of the existing systems under a single 
board elected by all the people of Atlanta and 
Fulton County. 

Here are the basic principles which the 
League believes should govern the setting up of 
a single board of education: 


1. I¢ should be elected by the people te 
fix policy only. 

2. It should have the power te appoint the 
school’ superintendent. 

3. It should fix the school tax rate. 


Under our present system, the Atlanta Board 
of Education consists of six members elected by 
the people. It appoints the City School Super- 
intendent but does not fix the tax rate for 
schools. City schools receive approximately 30% 
of city revenue, an unsound method of support 
since it is not based on need and since it unduly 
complicates the city’s general finance policy. 

In Fulton County, the Superintendent is elect- 
ed by the people and the five-man Board of 


Education is appointed by the grand jury. This 
Board, although not even indirectly elected, 

in effect, taxing powers, since whatever ; 
tax rate it requests must, as required by law, 
be levied by the County Commissioners. 

Only a body directly chosen by the 
should have taxing powers. This is a prim 
ciple of government, dating back at least te the 
Declaration of Independence. Neither the city 
nor county school system follows this 
True, City Council levies Atianta’s taxes @ 
is an elected body.

NEW YORK, Feb. 28—(4)—The 


stock market recovered moderate- 
ly today after a more or less indef- 


inite week and the sharpest month- 


ly setback since last April. 


Short covering and other pur- 
chasing in the concluding session 
were based on the idea the list 
had been oversold and probably 
could stage a substantial technical 
revival. 

Throvghout the week public par- 
ticipation was notably slack with 
most ctstomers inclined to trim 
accounts. Selling here was attrib- 
uted to pessimism regarding dis- 
turbing internetional affairs, the 
business outlook, taxes and labor, 
A sizable batcu of pleasing divi- 
dends and earnings was pretty 
well ignored.

Employment Rises | 
Non-Housing Realty 


Employment in Georgia manu- 
facturing plants continued to rise 
between mid-December and mid- 
January, increasing from 257,400 
to 259,400 workers, an increase of 
0.8 percent. As during the preced- 
ing 30-day period, the net increase 
occurred despite a seasonal de- 
crease in the food products indus- 
try. 

The largest single increase oc- 
curred in the lumber industry, 
which for the second consecutive 


workers with both logging opera: 
tions and planing mills sharing in 
the increase. In mid-January, 34,- 
200 workers were employed in the 
industry—approximately 6,000 
more workers than in July, the 
low point in lumber employment 
during the last five years. The fin- 
ished lumber products industry 
also showed a net increase in em- 
ployment from Dec. 15 to Jan. 15, 
when 800 workers were added in| 
household furniture, wooden box) 
and morticians’ goods manufactur- | 
ing. January textile mill employ- 
ment showed a slight increase over 
the December figure with approxt- 
mately two-thirds of the increase 
occurring in the cotton goods man- 
ufacturing segment. Small gains 
also occurred in automobile, trans- 
portation equipment, leather 
goods, paper and pulp mills. In 
creased employment in fertilizer 
manufacturing reflected the begin- 
ning of seasonal expansion in that 
industry. 

With the exception of a seasonal 
decrease in the food products in-

clines in employment in the major 
manufacturing industries between 
Dec. 15 and Jan. 15. Despite an 
over-all employment decrease in 
food processing, net gains oc- 
curred in graif-mill products,!

ADAME EVELINA DE HAN- 

SKA’S name is linked with 

that of Balzac in one of the 
strangest romances on record. 

In’ 1832, when the novelist was in 
his 38rd year, he received one 
morning .a letter in a feminine hand, 
signed, “The Foreigner.” 

He left the missive unopened for 
some time, since it happened to ar- 
rive in the same mali! with a hospé-. 
able invitation from one of his’ nu- 
merous Parisian lady-loves. 

The letter came from Russia, from 
an estate in the Ukraine owned by a 


2 February 29, 1918 


Russian Pole, Wenceslav Hanski. 

The writer of the letter, who for 
a while concealed her name, was his 
wife, Evelina Hanska, a person of 
culture and decided literary tastes 
who read regularly the Parisian re- 
view, “Quotidienne,” and real:zed the 
importance of Balzac’s work, just 
then emerging. 

Wenceslav Hanski, 25 years older 
than his wife, bored her to tears. She 
was 30, with a tendency to be: stout. 
If there was one thing she wanted, 
it was romance with a genius. 
On her husband’s vast domain 
there was not a single genius. 

Her closest companions 
were a brother and Mademoi. 
selle’ Henriette Borel, her 
daughter’s governess. ‘The 
three discussed current litera- 
ture until one of them, it is 
not known which, proposed 
to send the young novelist 
a joint fan letter, packed with glow- 
ing expressions of admiration. 

In the compositjon of this master. 
piece no doubt Madame de Hanska 
played the largest part. How far she 
really meant anything the letter said, 
we can only guess, but there were 
passages in plenty to excite Balzac’'s 
interest. This, for example: 

“From the moment I read your 
works I identified myself with you. 
Your soul stood before me in shining 
clarity. I followed your progress step 
by step.” Or this: 

“In my eyes your genius appears 
exalted——but it should be divine 
I gdmire your talent, 1 honor your 
soul, I should like to be a sister to 
you.” 

The anonymous letters continued 
to arrive from the Ukraine. Balzac 
seems to have borne with equanimity 


‘the reluctance of the lady to tel! him 


who she was. She may have been 
more eager to get an answer from 
him than he was to write it. He 
was at the moment quite devoted to 
his Parisian lady-love. But at last 
Madame de Hanska wrote this: 

“A word from you in the Quoti- 
dienne would assures me that you 
have received this letter and that I 
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may write to you again with an easy 
mind, Please sign your communica 
tion “To the Foreigner.’ ” 

On January 8, 1833, Madame. de 
Hanska read in the advertising sec- 
tion of thé Quotidienne these words: 

“Mons:eur de B. has received the 
communication addressed to him. It 
is only today that he is in a position, 
with the help of this journal, to ac- 
knowledge it, and it is a source of 
regret,to him that he does not kKfiow 
where to send his answer.” 


For Years They Loved Each-Ofther, 
but When She Was Free to Marry 
Him, the Novelty of the Romance. 


Had Worn Off 


Madame de Hanska replied that 
she would like to correspond with him 
but hesitated since even a relation 
begun so casually might in time be- 
come indiscreet. It did indeed. 

From then until their marriage in 
ISSO, the year of Balzaec’s death, they 
exchanged a voluminous corresponds 
ence and pledged a queer loyalty to 
each other. They vowed to marry 
just as soon as Hanski should have 
the kindness to depart from this 
earth, and leave them his fortune. 

His death did not oceur until 1841. 
Balzac had by that time met Madame 
de Hanska in various parts of Eu- 
rope. When she was free at ‘ast 
to marry him, it may be that the 
novelty of the romance had worn off. 
she delayed the ceremony for nine 
years, though in that time she bore 
him a short-lived child. 

In one respect her affection ex- 
pressed itself with great generosity. 
She paid Balzac’s staggering debts, 
gave him for*the first time in his 
life financial peace of mind, and en- 
abled him to buy and furnish a large 
home in Paris. But he had worn 
himself out with his fabulous writing. 
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The bad news spread that he was 
dangeroualy iil, When Victor Hugo 
called at the fine house he found him 
on his deathbed. He died on the 
evening of August 17, 1850. His old 
mother was at his side, but Madame 
de Hanska had retired early. 

It is easy to say she was a spoiled 
child, a selfish woman, but she had 
the singular intelligence to recognize 
Balzac’s colossal genius even before 
he had written his great books. She 
was proud to be the beloved of an 
immortal, even though the 
immortal was in private life 
a trying person. 

If she kept Balzac waiting 
a long time, it should be said 
that he didn’t wait without 
consolation. Cossipy friends 
of hers in Paris kept her in- 
formed of the other women 
in his life. 

The beautiful letters he 
wrote her are not always to be dis- 
tinguished from his other fiction. 

In the 17 years before her husband 
died, and the nine years of her wid- 
owhood before she.decided to take 
the plunge, Evelina Hanska served 
Balzac, as an invaluable confidante to 
whom he could pour out his endless 
stream of letters about himself and 
his works. 

He was a colossal genius and ego- 
tist. ‘They were perfectly matched. 

He might have found a wiser com- 
panion. He did know such a woman, 
his friend, Madame Zulma Carraud, 
blameless in her private life and in- 
comparable in friendship. 

She gave Balzac fhe advice he 
needed for the development of his 
art, and she protected him just as 
far as she could from his own titanic 
impulsiveness and exuberance. 

“You give me,” he told ber, “the 
courage to perfect myself, to hold 
the weeds from my field. Every 
time I have seen you I have carried 
away some gain that has benefited 
my life.” 

But Zulma Carraud was not Eve- 
lina Hanska. Balzac craved high 
flavors in friendship and love. He 
got what he wanted,

“They. were giving him advice or 
they were giving me advice,” she 
explains, “and they were responsible 
for the preposterous rumors that 
were flying around.” 

Sari, whose final decree came only 
a month after she had been robbed 
of a fortune in jewelry in her New 
York penthouse, lived in California 
after her marriage to the hotel man. 

Hilton’s rapidly expanding hotel 
interests (including the Plaza and 
Roosevelt in New York and the 
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Stevens and Palmer House in Chi- 
cago) often took him away from 
home—-and that, says Sari, is when 
the gossips got busy. 

Sari finally got her interlocutory 
decree and a few months later her 
daughter, Constance Francesca, was 
born and she moved to New York. 

According to Sari, she and Hilton 
are still fond of each other. They talk 
on the telephone when he's in Call- 
fornia and he is on her preferred 
date list when he’s in New York. 

All Sari’s affections, right now, 
are centered on her daughter and she 
beams proudly as the child, not yet a 
year old, sits at the piano and bangs 
the keys with her tiny hands. 

The piquant young mother says 
the failure of her two marriages has 
not changed her ‘outlook on marriage. 
She professes to be happiest when 
she’s in love and doesn’t expect to 
remain unmarried very long.

RANKIE LAINE is sitting on a 
F park bench, shivering in the raw 
night air despite a few hundred 
dollars worth of camel's hair overcoat 
draped over his custom-made suit.

All over New York City, head- 
waiters would knock themselves out 
to find Mr. Laine a nice table, but 
the man on the park bench peels off 
an expensive glove, unwraps a candy 
bar, and munches it, happily. 
Finally, with a sigh, Frankie Laine 
gets up, hails a cab, and drives to the 
Paramount Theatre in the heart of 
Times Square. He pauses a’ minute, 
looks up at his name in big, beauti- 
ful lights, and then goes into the 
theatre to sing for $2, a week, 
Why does Frankie Laine, the new 
crooning sensation who has so much 
money he has to pay people to count 
it for him, sit on a park bench? 
Because Frankie was once the brok- 


est would-be singer in the world and_ 


that park bench was home. 

As late”“as March, 1946, Frankie 
had na bed to call his own. At that 
time he was sleeping in a Los Angeles 
office, which a kind friend let him 
use. Then things happened. 

Mercury Records let him sing 
for $40, which included any future 
royalties—a song on the back of a 
record the cqmpany thought was go- 
ing to be a big novelty hit. Frankie 
appeared as an’ anonymous barker on 
the big record, and after shouting his 
lines for 12 rehearsals he could hardly 
sing his own number. 

The_big hit laid a big egg, but 
Frankie’s song, “I May Be Wrong,” 
got a little play. The company gave 
him a $50 advance to make a record 
of his own. This one was another 
oldie called ‘“‘That’s My Desire,” and 
this one was to pay him royalties if 
it sold. It did, and Frankie's next 
check was for $36,000 

He'd thought he was in seventh 
heaven, anyway, because a lucky 
break had landed him $75 a week, 
singing in a Hollywood night club. 
After “Desire” came out, he shifted 
to another club for $750 a week. 

He didn't think anybody could 
possibly get that much money. In 
the resulting daze, somebody talked 
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him into appearing at still another 
club on a percentage basis. 

At the end of the first week his 
new managers told him how much 
he’d made. It was $7,400. 

Then came the break every 
crooner dreams of. In December of 
the same year he went on the stage 
of the Paramount in New York for 
$2,500 a week. Bing Crosby, Frank 
Sinatra, Perry €o0mo and Andy 
Russell all went to the top from the 
Paramount stage and, in comparison 
with the $750 first salary of Frank 
Sinatra, Frankie Laine was doing all 
right.

ENORITA ELIDA PIZA was the belle of the 

ball.the glittering pageant held in the city 

of San Jose as the republic of Costa Rica 
staged its annual birthday party. The year was 
1916 and Elida was 17, just home from London and 
her studies at the Royal School of Music. 

The senorita’s.dance program was filled as 
soon as she arrived at the ball, squired by her 
father, Benjamin Piza, wealthy coffee planter. 
Palpitating young men danced attendance on her, 
whicpering sweet nothings into her ears and re- 
ceiving as a reward a smile from her lips and a 
flash from her sparkling eyes. 

But not all the men in the stag line were 
young. There was one of middle age, an Ameri- 
can, who sought out her father and practically de-

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manded an introduction to the charming Elida. 

The introduction took place and Elida Piza 
embarked on ‘an odyssey that was to take her 
through years of court trials and tribulations, 
heartbreaks and, finally, leave her running a 
rooming house on Chicago’s Lake Shore Drive. 

‘The American suitor’s name was Herbert P. 
Crane, of an enormously wealthy family: in 
Chicago. Where Elida was concerned he wouldn’t 
take no for an answer. 

Within three months after he met her the 
couple became engaged, eithough Elida’s father 
hadhis qualms, 

“I objectéd because .of his age,” Senor Piza 
said later. “He told me he was 50 years old, and 
he was actually 56. He had children by an 
earlier marriage and I explained his first 
duty was to them. He said that was all right, 
that his children were taken care of, and he 
would put a large sum of money in the bank 
for Elida so she could be independent.” 

Herbert Crane had something else to tell 
his sweetheart’s father,.and it was some. 
thing to make a man, at 56, swell with pride 

~the 17-year-old beauty of San Jose loved 
him for himself alone. 

So, said Crane, he was going to surprise 
her. He was going to wait until the happy 
couple arrived in Chicago before telling her 
that he was worth in the neighborhood of 
$20,000,000. In the meantime, couldn't he 
claim the exquisite Senorita Piza for his 
bride immediately? . 


FLIDA was willing but there were certain 
formalities that would take time. Crane, 
world traveler and man of affairs, couldn't : 
wait.. He had to get back to the ‘United 
States, and he was determined that the coffee 
planter’s daughter should be Mrs. Crane as soon 
as possible. 

A proxy marriage was arranged, and it took 
place in San Jose on May 5, 1916. 

Father and daughter arrived in New Orleans 
a few days later and the beaming bridegroom-by- 
proxy was there ta meet them. A civil ceremony 
was performed on May 12. 

Elida said good-by to her father and went with 
her husband to her new and romantically named 
home, Wild Rose Farm, near St. Charles, III. 

Wild Rose Farm had everything that a young 
bride could desire—and four personalities undesir- 
able where Elida was concerned. These were 
Crane’s children: Valentine,,.who died in 1946; 


Herbert P. Crane, Jr., who died in 1943; Charles : 


R. Crane II, and Mrs. Dorothy Crane Maxwell. 

“We could have been happy,” Elida said. “Be- 
cause we were really in love, byt others did not 
want us to be happy.. His children, especially 
Valentine, came between us,” 

Other things came between the December 
bridegroom and his May bride. One of these was 
the spectre of a Mrs. Lillian Stiles: When Crane 
was divorced by his first wife in 1892, Mrs. Stiles 
was named in the actien. 

Mrs. Stiles killed herself in 1917. She left her 
own epitaph in a letter written to Crane. It said,

ar Bert: I am writing for an answer to 
my last letter... If you have any compassion tor 
me, any pity, please send me an answer at once. 
You cannot be utterly without feeling for my 
position. It is awful. 
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So awful that anyone who, 


OF 


hates me would feel sorry for me. There is 
nothing in life for me but suffering. And for 
every. happy moment I have spent a day in hell.” 

None of these things seemed very important 
in the early years of Elida’s marriage. In 1918 
she proudly announced that she was about to 
present her husband with a child—a son and 
heir, she hoped. 

There was, apparently, rejoicing at Wild Rose 
Farm and, as a reward, the expectant mother was 
given a trip to Costa Rica to see her father and 
her friends. 

“My husband gave me $100,” Mrs. Crane re- 
ported. “And I was happy when I boarded the 
ship. But the happiness did not last. He had

booked for me a second-class passage—and he had 
millions of dolfars! My father had to pay my 
way back to the United States.” 

Her homecoming to Wild Rose Farm, after the 
trip to Costa Rica, was not what she had expected 
—-this also according to her testimony. 

“Mr. Crane flew into a rage,” said the young 
woman who, a few months earlier had flushed 
at his burning protestations of love and undying 
affection. “He told me he had never expected to 
see me again.” 

The son and heir arrived on Nov. 5, 1918, and 
was christened Raphael Antonio Crane. 

She later said that Herbert Crane visited her 
in the Colonial Hospital at Geneva, IIl., stood in 
the door of the room and refused to look at his 
four-day-old son. 


ACK to Wild Rose Farm went the mother and 

her baby. Again the homecoming was a dismal 
failure. "The servants refused to provide her with 
food or heat, Elida said. Herbert Crane, lord and 
master of the estate, refused to eat at the same 
table with her, Instead, he had his meals in the 
kitchen with the maids and the hired men. 

The proud Elida stood the treatment for sev- 
eral weeks and then moved to the fashionable 
Blackstone Hotel in Chicago, taking her son and 
Miss Ella Long—-employed by Senor Piza as a 
personal compahion for his unhappy daughter 
with her. 

Crane had put locks on all but two of the 
rooms at Wild Rose Farm, and kept the keys away 
from his wife. 

There was no peace at the hotel for E lida and 


her small entourage. She was asked to leave be- 
cause of a shortage of funds, Chicago department 
stores advised her that her credit had been shut 
off and again she turned to her father for money. 

Then she turned to the courts. In November 
1920 she filed suit for separate maintenance, 
changed the action to one for a bill of divorce. 

Crane contested the action and Elida, tired of 
waiting and hoping, started fighting. She pre. 
sented letters, such as this one from Crane, the 
suitor, to his fiancee: 

“Honey, we have so much to do. I’ve got to 
love you as, my girl, my sweetheart; and in all 
sorts of ways and then as my wife.” 

And another: 

“When I get back I will be thinking of you all 
day and envying anyone who can even look at 
you, let alone wishing you Happiness. No one will 
wish it to you as much as I do because I hope no 
one can cause you to be as happy as I am.” 


T HESE were letters to Elida, his ‘betrothed’ She 
presented others written to Herbert Crane from 
“Hedda” in The Hague; from “Maude” in New 
Orleans, from “Bernice” in Maine. 

Towards the close of the trial Crane saw his 
two-year-old son and heir-—for the first time—in 
the courtroom. It was, legally, the last time he 


was permitted to see him. 
Elida was given custody of the child, along 


j 


with a divorce and alimony of $100,000. The first 
installment, $30,000, was paid a month later and 
that should have ended the sad saga of the ex- 
quisite Elida—-but it didn’t. Much of the money 
went for court costs and legal fees. 

A year later, she started proceedings to collect 
the remaining $70,000. : 

This was after Crane had filed a bill sging 
that-she had stripped Wild Rose Farm of furnish- 
ings, “taking everything but an iron cannon, a 
stone chair weighing 1,000 pounds, and a hot 
kitchen stove.” 

By the time the matter was heard, Crane ad- 
mitted that some of the missing articles had been 
returned. - 

Still missing, he contended, “Were baby 
clothes, a grand piano and a pair of tron 
dogs that had stood on the lawn of | 
estate, 

In the interim, Herbert Crane had passed 
through Costa Rica on one of his trips and 
had been intercepted aboard his train by 
Benjamin Piza, Elida’s father. 

‘There are two versions of what rag my 
One, as reported by Elida’s brother it 
that Senor Piza pulled Crane’s nose, chal- 
lenged him to a duel and that the challenge 
was not accepted, 

Crane's version: 

Senor Piza boarded the train, accom- 
panied by two soldiers with rifles, and he 
(Crane) retired to arfather coach on the 
advice of the conductor. 


N ANY event, Crane lost to Elida in court. 

He, paid the $70,000 due on the alimony 

settlement and went traveling again. 

A summons brought him back into court 
in 1939. Elida wanted to know what had become 
of 300 shares of Crane Co. stock that her ex-hus- 
band had indorsed over to her in New Orleans, 
three days after their il.fated marriage in 1916. 

It is possible the Suit might have been settled 
but death intervened—Herbert Crane passed wey 
in 1943. « 

Elida was ready . to fight again whi: she 
learned he had cut off their son in his will with 
$100. Raphael, now 29 and a veteran of World 
War II as a U, S. Army sergeant, refused to be 
perturbed by his’ father’s treatment, but his 
mother resented it, | 

Meanwhile, Elf@a Piza Crane trudged up and 
down five. flights.of stairs running her Chi 
rooming house, @ building built originally for . 
member of the famous Potter Palmer family. 

“T will continue to fight for my son,” she said 
recently. “For myself I do not care. I am no 
longer interested in the gay society life. I want 
only to do my work and stay home, minding my 
own business.” 

Has she any regrets? Does she look back on 
the fateful night in 1916 when she was the belle 
of the ball in Costa Rica and sigh at the thought 
of what might have been? 

What might have happened if she had listened 
to the ardent declarations of her young admirers, 
instead of listening to the pleas of the aging man 
who elbowed the young suitors aside? 

“Sometimes,” Elida said, “I think about that 
night and what might have happened. But it Is 
not good to think too much.”

When the Orient Called the Flying Tiger Back to China, 
Few Knew That Its Alluring Voice Was Anna Chan's.

HERE can be no doubt any more. 
T The Flying Tiger has said a last 

good-by to the country of his 
birth. The East has claimed him for 
good. 

The East called, and called, and he 
answered, and to the end of his days 
the East perhaps will not only offer 
a belated happiness to Major General 
Claire L. Chennault but also present 
to him a strange and never-ending 
challenge. P | 

At 57, he ‘is settling down to 
married life in his Hungjao mansion, 
called Hollyhead, near Shanghai. His 
bride is Anna”Chan Chennault, and 
she is 25. 

Yet this can hardly be the end of 
a romantic story. More likely, it is 
the beginning. The lantern - jawed 
General, with his glinting stone black 
eyes, and the small Chinese girl, win- 
some and intelligent,* must face an 
age-old puzzle. 

East and West must get along un- 
der one roof. Two philosophies must 
find a compromise. Middle age and 
youth, besides the other handicaps, 
must find a design for day-to-day 
living in a country which Claire Chen- 
nault knew only by namé back in the 
days when the Louisiana delta was 
his home, and the home of his first 
wife and his children. 

Probably none is more aware of 
this than the wartime commandef of 
the Flying Tigers Squadron, and his 
bride, a reporter for the Central News 
Agency in Shanghai. 

They first met when, his head. 
quarters was in Kunming, and Kun.- 
ming was the girl’s assignment. 
Anna's. sister, Cynthia, a_ trained 
nurse, formally introduced them at 
a party. 

Amost at once, they saw that their 
separate lives were breaking up, dis- 
solving. They knew. that a new life 


together, somehow, lay ahead. They 
said so afterward and they said they 
never discounted the obstacles. 

Both were married, Anna to a 
young Chinese, the General to the 
girl of his youth, Nell Thompson 
Chennault, church worker and towns. 
people’s favorite, back in the little 
town of Waterproof, La. « 

By most laws of logic this would 
have been an insurmountable barrier. 
But from the beginning Anna—it now 
is known-—-worshiped the American 
commander as the savior of her 
country, and General*Chennault knew 
that he must give up everything — 
middle-aged wife, five sons, two 
daughters, his homeland—-for her. 

In Kunming, and later in Shang- 
hai, they didn’t let on. There was no 
open courtship. Often they were at 
social affairs, but among the guests, 
it was hard to tell who was with 
whom. The secret belonged to Anna 
and the General. 

With the war. over, the General 


came home and offered no opposition 


to his wife’s suit for divorce. But 
he didn't stay long. He went back 
to Shanghai, organized an airline to 
fly UNRRA supplies in China, and 
then for the first time he began to 
be seen openly as Anna’s escort. 

Meanwhile, she kept on working 
hard and well for the Central News 
Agency. She is pretty by both East- 
ern and Western standards. She is 
self-confident and keen-witted. These 
qualities helped her get ahead. She 
took difficult assignments and cov- 
ered them better, than a man would 
have. The agency promoted her from 
local news coverage to a beat that 
included all American offices, includ- 
ing the Army and Navy. 

She wore then, and wears now, 
her native Chinese costumes. Her 
only deference to the West, in the 
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matter of style, is in the afrangement 
of her hair. It is rolled around her 
head in a manner called halo style, 
and it doesn’t happen to add to her 
height, which is only five feet one. 
As the time for the marriage drew 
near, word of the romance was 
whispered occasionally at the news 
agency and in the General's office. 
Anna and the General saw to that. 
They were models of discretion. So 
were Anna’s father, Ying Wing Chan, 
a doctor of philosophy in the con- 
Sular service, and Mrs. Chan, her 
stepmother, a medical doctor. Only 
two days before the ceremony, the 
General gave away his secret. 


“I would have mentioned it earlier, 
but I wanted to avoid fuss,” he said. 

The wedding itself, in the Gen- 
eral’s home, was simple, although in 
minor ways novel. Dr. Chan, who 
had been transferred from San Fran- 
cisco to Kuching, Sarawak, last fall, 
gave away his daughter in marriage. 
Col. Thomas C. Jeffrey, an old Army 
friend of the General, was best man, 
and Anna's sister, Cynthia, was maid 
of honor. (Anna has two other sis- 
ters in Sarawak and two others at 
school in San Jose, California.) 

The bride’s stepmother, who had 
arrived in San Francisco not long be- 
fore, was present, and so were 
Chinese Vice-Foreign Minister Yeh, 
and U. S. Vice-Consul Arthur Rosen. 

The single ring, Lutheran cere- 
mony was performed under a great 
bell of chrysanthemums out of which 
doves fluttered, while the General's 
dog, a dachshund named Joe, twice 
interrupted the service before he was 
excused from the room. 

After that, the guests toasted the 
newlyweds in a bubbling Chinese 
wine akin to champagne, and then 
there was a wild duck dinner. 

The next day Anna went to work 
as usual for her editors. The Gen- 
eral went to his office. 

Now they live alone, except for 
the servants, in the big Hungjao 
house, and strange days that never 
used to be dreamed of in Louisiana 
lie ahead,

No one 
knows. It just turns out that way. 

As far as is known, Queen Mar. 
garet of Scotland started the whole 
thing back in 1288 when, noting that 
too many spinsters were abroad, she 
decreed that: 

_ “During the reign of her blessed 
Majesty, for every year known as 
Leap Year every maiden lady of both 
high and low estate shall have the 
liberty to bespeak the man she likes, 
and should he refuse her to be his 
lawful wife he shall be fined in a 
sum of one pound or less, as his 
estate may be large or small, unless 
he can prove that he is already be- 
trothed to another woman, in which 
case he may go free.” 

This decree was no regal gag. It 
was taken in deadly earnest and 
many a maiden replenished her cof- 
fers via multiple refusals of her 
marriage proposals. 

The custom spread to France and 
then to Italy, where the _ great 
Christopher Columbus was proposed 
to several times.by ardent ladies dur- 
ing one Leap Year, and escaped 
penalty only because he was betrothed 
at the time. 

In the middle and. late 1800s 
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the so-called mid-Victorian _period— 
Leap Year was accentuated by other- 
times modest women with proposal 
parties, Leap Year dances and cele- 
brations calculated to break down 
masculine resistance. 

Aurora, Il., a city of 52,000, of- 
ficially celebrates the year even to- 
day, but in a bold way that would 
have horrified past centuries. There, 
50 of the town’s lovelies take over 
City Hall, the police station and the 
courts for a day--usually February 
29th--and: launch a drive against 
bachelors.

But on this particular night laugh- 
ing, carefree Sally Keith had a heart 
filled with happiness to over-flowing. 
Just a few hours earlier all her faith 
in hard-pressed humanity had been 
repaid with interest. 

One of the scores of down-and.- 
outers she had befriended through 
the years had willed her $18,000! 

Her benefactor had 
chosen to remain 
anonymous, and with 
the attorney who han- 
dled the bequest 

ledged to secrecy, 

ally probably never 
will learn the identity 
of her grateful friend 
or exactly why he had 
left his life’s savings 
to her. 

The only clue was 
this note: 

“Sally, you always 
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UNKNOWN FRIEND 


thought I was poor, and yet you 
were my friend. I hope the small 
fortune I am bequeathing you will 
be part payment for the happiness 
you brought me.” 

Happiness for others has been 
Sally’s business throughout her danc- 
ing career. Most of the half gnillicn 
dollars she has earned in show busi- 
ness has found its way into the pock- 
ets of relatives, friends and unknowns 
she had never seen until they. touched 
her with a hard luck story. 

The $18,000 received from this one 
anonymous friend went into a Massa- 
chusetts home for orphan children. 

“They call me the poor man’s 
Garbo and say I’m a fool for squan- 
dering money on underdogs,” she 
says. “But almost always, in one way 
or another, I Yet repaid sooner or 
later.” 

For years she’s been remembered 
by many of those she befriended. 

This latest benefactor might have 
been the New York policeman whose 
son walks again because Sally ar- 
ranged and paid for an expensive leg 
operation for the crippled boy. 

Or the young and talented pianist 
she sponsored and sent through the 
Boston Conservatory of Music. Or 
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the elderly couple who came to her 
for wedding funds when everything 
else failed. 

“We want to get married and just 
have to have help,” they explained. 

Sally arranged for their wedding, 
gave them her week’s pay and found 
the man a job as a janitor in a 
Boston apartment house. 

Once Sally was asked to entertain 
a group of alcoholics in a broken- 
down Chicago derelict home. 

“T dreaded going, the place was so 
drab,” she recalled. “But when I 
went they behaved so well and were 
so appreciative that I decided to go 
back once a year.” 

On her third appearance two.-men 
grabbed her as she left. her car, ripped 
away a $4,000 mink coat, a diamond. 
studded watch, all her rings and 
slugged her to the sidewalk. 

Despite the heavy losses: and the 
beating she still goes to the same 
derelict home to entertain those down 
on their luck. 

This recent legacy isn't the only 
one Sally has received. A Chicago 
businessman willed her his entire life 
savings of $20,000 and left nothing.to 


his wife. 


In a note attached to the will he 


“For years Sally I tried to 
date yqu and always you refused. You 
said it Wasn't fair to my wife. I got 
my nagging wife out of my mind by 
watching your act. I’m leaving you 
everything.” 
But Sally returned the $20,000 to 
the widow. 
All Sally’s money hasn't been spent 
on unknowns with hard luck tales. 
She sent four of her brothers 
through college and has seen two of 
them become physicians, another an 
attorney and the fourth a teacher. 
Family opposition to her career 
almost kept her from her present 
success. It was only after long and 
difficult arguments with her father 
that she was able to convince. him 
that show girls were nice girls. 
Harry Richman, one of the great. 
est of them all in show business, 
started Sally on her way to fame and 
fortune after he met her in 1933 ata 
beauty contest in Berwyn, Illinois. 
Richman helped her to reach 
Broadway and within two years she 
was receiving equal billing with such 
veterans as Jimmy Durante, Carol 
Bruce, Henny Youngman, Bert 
Wheeler and even Richman himself. 
She doubled for the late Jean 
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Harlow in the war picture “Hell's 
Angels” and later was the estar at- 
traction at the American Exposition 
in San Diego in 1935. As the star in 
the production, “Folies Bergere,” she 
took New York by storm. 

Since her rise to fame with the 
tassel act Sally has yeceived numer- 
ous proposals, accepted none. 

She doesn’t smoke and rarely 
touches liquor. She drives a new 
$6,000 motor car painted platinum to 
match her hair, wears another $4,000 
mink coat, which replaced the one 
stolen in Chicago, and now and then 
wears diamonds and other jewelry. 

Despite all this wealth and a big 
weekly pay check, Sally still lives in 
two small rooms in Boston’s Scolley 
Square sector near the Crawford . 
House where she had held forth for 
nearly five years. 

Not’ long after she received the 
$18,000 legacy she was again robbed 
and beaten, Nevertheless, she sald: 

“T haven't changed my mind about | 
people just because I was robbed a | 
couple of times. No one can rob me 
of the satisfaction of doing things for 
those less fortunate.”

Judge Advises, Then Use 

Your Common Sense and a 

‘Sense of Humor to Make Your 
Honeymoon Permanent

O YOU'RE going to be married! 

S You’ve found the perfect partner. The 

world has Suddenly changed. It is no longer 
drab. It is gay and rosy-hued. You can hardly 
wait. No one, except you, ever felt like this before! 

All right—-but you had better face the facts. , 
Have you picked your partner with care? Do you 
know what you’re walking into? Have you given 
your coming marriage a fair chance of success? 

If not, yours may be one of the one-out-of- 
three marriages in the country doomed on the 
divorce rocks during the years 1948, 1949 or 1950. 

This is the caution advanced by Judge John 
A. Sbarbaro, veteran justice of Cook County, 
Illinois, courts, in his new book, “Marriage Is 
On Trial.”*  - 

Drawing on a reservoir of knowledge derived 
through watching countless broken marricges 
parade before his bench, Judge Sbarbaro discusses 
every phase of pre-marital and post-marital prob- 
lems and attempts to formulate a pattern that 
will insure preservation of the marriage contract. 

He offers advice on the pre-nuptial stage of 
romance, for here, he feels, lie dangers that may 
lead to unhappiness or divorce, that kill a mar- 
riage before it has a chance to live. He says: - 

“I am convinced that if those who approach 
marriage were to pause and give full consideration 
to the qualities they really want in the mate they 
select, a large percentage of divorces could be 
avoided and countless marriages could be made 
much happier than,they would be otherwise. 

“The only way to become thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the real person who is your in- 
tended mate is to know him (or her) for a reason- 
able length of time—a year, for example. You 
should share a number of experiences under a 
variety of circumstances. 

“Before you travel too far along the road to 
marriage, consider carefully your own interests 
and try, as best you can, to match them to your 
partner. If you like city life you won’t be too 
happy with a husband whose dream is to live on 
a chicken farm. 

“If you are the impractical, generous type, 

*you,may have much trouble in adjusting yourself 
to the life of a hard-headed businessman who in- 
sists on getting the full value out of every penny. 


ai N the other hand, if you both enjoy the 

same kind of music, like to play golf or 
agree that cooking a steak over an open fire is 
the best sort of good fun, then you may be oan 
the right track. 

“You should have plenty of opportunity to talk 
to each other, often and at length. Your conver- 
sation should be a real exchange of ideas, not 
just jabbering for the sake of filling a social void. 

“Marriage too often succeeds or fails for small 
reasons. Perhaps, when you first met that prac- 
tically flawless person you plan to marry, the 
thing that attracted you was that you both col- 
lected Biftg Crosby records, played the same 
brand of gin rummy, or both -enjoyed Chinese 
food. Those might have been enough to draw 
you together. 

“In the same way, when the honeymoon is 
long past, you may find it is the little things that 
make the difference between a really happy mar- 
riage and a mediocre one. It may some day mat- 
ter very’ much that you and your mate agree 
on your ideas of fun and recreation, on the way 
your home is run, that you see alike on the 
smaller details. 

“Recently I heard of.a case where both hus- 
band and wife insisted on a divorce as the only 
solution to their problem. They had lived together 
for quite a few years and now it was over, a 
closed book. They agreed to liquidate their pos- 
sessions and divide them equally. 

“Then they came face to face with the dispo- 
sition of a beautiful sailboat which had meant 
many hours of. happiness in the lives of both.

June Hated Fishing, Especially 
Removing the Catch From the 
Line—but She Wanted to Be a 
Real Companion to the Man She 
Married and So Became a 
Good Fisherman.

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They couldn’t go through with disposal of the 
boat, but neither would agree to keep it alone. 
The result? They decided to go on together. The 
small pleasures which people enjoy together can 
be, indeed, an important factor in making mar- 
riage full-and happy. 

“Try to find, if you can, a partner whose sense 
of humor is not too divergent from your own. 
A good sense of humor is one of the best of all 
aids for keeping the marital machinery in good 
running order. 

“Not long ago I visited two young friends 
married only a few months. Less than three weeks 
after Betty and Bob completed furnishing of their 
first apartment, a flash flood inundated it, water 
rising more than four feet in every room. I was 
prepared to sympathize with them, but they didn’t 
need my sympathy. 

“On the all-too-evident high-water mark on the 
stained living room wall was a freshly-painted 
sign which read: “This wall is white.’ In a blankly 
vacant corner was another sign which said: ‘Be. 
lieve it or not, there’s a mahogany drum table 
here.’ I expect that marriage will last. 

“At the other extreme is the case of Mary and 
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Joe. Joe is a serious-minded young man who is 
seeking a divorce because he claims Mary is ‘run- 
ning around with other men.’ Investigation has 
revealed that she is able to laugh and enjoy life 
in almost any company, while Joe sees nothing 
to laugh about at any time. Though he does not 
know it, Joe is forcing Mary to look for her humor 
outside the home.” 

It is important, too, says Judge Sbarbaro, that 
you not only know how well you can agree, but 
also how well you can disagree. @an you both 
stick to your guns on a point of difference 
without becoming impolite, _testy-——-in_ short, 
thoroughly disagreeable? 

He cites the ease of Jack and Mabel, who de- 
cidedly.can, They’ve been married for almost 20 
years, yet their union could have been dissolved 
in bitterness had they allowed divergent opinion 
to affect their happiness. 

Jack is a free-spender who believes that keep- 
ing up with the Joneses is the best way to suc- 
cess. Mabel is frugal and deplores what she con- 
siders her husband's extravagances. Their points 
of view are irreconcilable. 

Jack feels that Mabel’s unwillingness to spend 
has sometimes hindered his business advance- 
ment. She feels that his uncontrolled spending 
has often caused them undue hardships. How- 
ever, they have never permitted their conflicting 
theories to become explosive. Somehow they 
reach a middle ground, giving and taking, accept- 
ing what comes tranquilly and without recrimi- 
nation. 

Adaptability—common sense which your part- 
ner is able to apply to you as well as himself— 
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is a priceless ingredient of a happy marriage, 
says the judge. Will your partner keep an-.open 

d that can adjust itself to everyday crises? 
Has he (or she) tolerance and understanding? He 
gives the following example of adaptability: 

“A young woman of my acquaintance married 
a young man whose hobby was fishing. Bill spent 
every spare moment with a rod in his hands. 
Jane didn’t like the idea of fishing at all. She 
thought it was a dirty, messy, hot, tiresome way 
of occupying one’s time, and the idea of touching 
a slimy, slithering smelly fish sickened her. 

“But she saw that if she was to be with Bill 
as much as she wanted to be and if they~ were 
to be truly companions, she would have to learn 
to fish. So, grasping her .pole, she went after 
her first fish. And in time she became an enthusi- 
astic fisherman.” 

In contrast was the case which, according to 
Judge Sbarbaro, “is so farcical it scarcely seems 
true, and yet I assure you it is. 

“A woman worked nights and her husband 
worked days. Her one real recreation was to read 
the funny papers, and she liked to do it after 
she came home from work, shortly after mid- 
night. But her husband, apparently with the idea 
that she ought to make her routine as nearly like 
his as her job permitted, thought she ought to 
go to bed as soon as she came home from work. 


“She protested that she was too keyed up to 
go to bed and that she wanted her funnies. One 
night. she insisted on sitting up with the comic 
strips and the next day he kept her awake all 
day by badgering her. This was the final straw 
that sent her to a lawyer to see about a divorce.” 

Judge Sbarbaro ¢autions that you should know 
well in advance how well you and your prospec- 
tive mate can control tempers. Can you argue 
out your differences without getting too angry 
or becoming moody or sulky? 

He recalls the case of a 41-year-old wife, Julia, 
and her husband Jim. For 20 years they lived 
together in complete harmony. Then Jim met 
another woman and Julia suspected he had fallen 
in love with her. She accused him of infidelity. 

Jim denied everything, but their quarrels grew 
more and more bitter. He left Julia. Soon she 
became convinced that her suspicions had been 
unfounded and sought her husband’s return. 


But his original anger would not subside and 
he stuck to the mistaken notion that their mar- 
riage was irretrievably shattered. A divorce is 
pending. A little self-restraint on the part of both 
could have averted this breakup. 

Many women, says Judge Sbarbaro, fall into 
the error of believing that they can correct a 
prospective husband’s faults affer the marriage 
...a grave miScalculation, he declares. oa 

“It is amazing how often the desire to reform 
is a motive for marriage,” he declares. “I recall 
the bride who, dressed in her wedding gown and 
waiting for the music to summon her, said to 
me: ‘John isn’t exactly what I wanted in a hus- 
band, but I like him, and after we're married I 
expect to: change some of his ways.’ I thoyght to 
myself: ‘Young woman, you are setting a trap 
for your own marriage before the vows are even 
read.’ : 

“If you have married a man with the idea 
of touching up his. table manners, or if you have 
married a woman with the intention of inducing 
her to stop smoking, and he or she objects to 
your efforts, however well meant they may be, 
stop trying. 

“You may be right, from the point of view of 

Emily Post or your moral convictions, but you are 
hindering the erection of a firm marriage struc- 
ture.” 
If you must marry a drunkard or a confirmed 
gambler, he warns, do so with the absolute knowl- 
edge that his being married to you, the most won- 
derful creature in the world, is not going to cor- 
rect his grievous habit. 

Many husbands and wives, Judge Sbarbaro 
points out, find themselves bored with marriage. 
They have no common interests, nothing to talk 
about, they are irked by each other’s presence. 
The fault, he says, usually lies with their failure 
to make marriage interesting. 

“So many enter wedlock under the deluding 
influence of rosy-hued romantic dreams,” he 
writes. ‘‘For such people it is an wnpleasant shock 
when the vine-covered cottage of their imagina- 
tion turns out to be merely a plain little house 
on which payments must be met each month. 

“If there are certain elements which you feel 
are particularly lacking.-excitement, love, adven- 
ture, companionship— try exerting yourself to 
providing those things for your husband or wife. 
You will be pleasantly amazed at the result.” 

Beware, the judge warns, the possessive 
parental in-law. He cites the case of a boy, 
David, who was the apple of his mother’s eye. 
Wealthy, she provided him with ample funds, and 
when he married Evelyn and they took an apart- 
ment by themselves, the mother was extremely 
unhappy. 


WY HEN the newlyweds refused to move in with 
her she cut David’s “allowance” and he was 
forced to shift for himself. A few bumps in the 
business world and he gave up the struggle, 


‘agreeing to return to the mother’s home with 


his wife. She showered them with luxuries, but 
made it evident their well-being was in her hands. 

David, torn between love for his wife and de- 
pendency on his mother, became a drunkard. Di- 
vorce followed. 

“If you must marry someone with possessive 
parents,” says Judge. Sbarbaro,, “separate your- 
self from the family by a continent, if possible. 
If you can’t put a sizable distance between you, 
take your heartbreak before marriage and try to 
find yourself someone else.” 

Some other pointers he dispenses are: Dts- 
cover beforehand, by all means, if you both want 
children, for disagreement on this point after the 
ceremony can be fatal; if your religious creeds 
conflict, reach a compromise in advance; shun an 
obviously jealous mate; compare the mentality of 
your prospective partner with your own; run from 
someone with emotional instability; consider the 
financial outlook carefully. 

In short, he sums up, look before you leap. If 
you do, you may avoid misery later on. You may 
also be instrumental in lowering a United States 
divorce rate that could, by present trends, he 
points out, be one out of two In 1965. 

Divorce attorneys in the Chicago area have 
found “Marriage Is On Trial” a divorce pre- 
ventive more than once. Louis Z. Grant, prom- 
inent Chicago lawyer, insists that all his prospec- 
tive divorce clients read the book before taking 
final action. So far 40 per cent of them have 
heeded Judge Sbarbaro’s advice and become 
reconciled.

EN THOUSAND racing fans, 
T crowding the old stands at Au- 

rora Race Track, near Chicago, 
were waiting for the running of the 
rich Champlains Handicap.

No one knew of the tragedy which 
at that moment, on a June afternoon 
in 1926, behind the scenes, was befall-

Hurrying across the infield, -Sterrett 
burst into the office of the track 
veterinarian. ‘

veterinarian’s door opened again and 
J. J. Keller, owner of the favorite,

Six Horses Would Never Run: Again, but 
Greediness and Distrust Among the 
Bungling Plotters Brought the 
Crooks to Justice.

Seven horses, top ranking sprint- 
ers on the grounds, had been entered 
for the day’s feature, the six furlong 
stake, Within a few minutes offi- 
cials learned that six were in agony, 
all apparently suffering from the 
same kind of poisoning, 

One was unreported, Rex Cooper's 
Fayenza, and officials went to look 
for Cooper. ‘They found him in the 
back stretch. He was amazed when 
they asked him if his horse was in 
trouble. 

“Fayenza’s all right,” he _ said. 
“Browsing in his stall waiting for post 
time.” 

There was, however, no post time 
for the Champlains Handicap that 
day. The race was cancelled, and the 
crowd had to wait until much later 
for the full story. 

Officials at once began to ferret it 
out. Their clues piled up fast. Fay- 
enza, the one horse left unscathed, 
had been a long shot. But the late 
betting showed what had been plotted, 

“Heavy commissions on Fayenza 
are coming in from everywhere,” the 
mutuels department reported to offi- 
cials. “There seems to be money 
planted from here to China on that 
horse.” 

The insiders, of course, had not 
counted on disabling six out of seven 
horses so badly as to keep them out 
of the race. It was easily deduced 
that they had planned to give them 
only enough poison to slow them up. 

- They had wanted particularly to 
slow up the two fine mares, Eliza- 
beth K and Apology, and of the six 
that were poisoned, these were the 
ones that never got back on their feet 
after they first were felled. 

They died of overdoses of strych- 
nine. They were killed by men who 
not only were evil plotters, but bun- 
glers besides. 

The other four poisoned horses 
lived but never raced again. 

To solve the mystery of that dou 
ble killing and quadruple near-killing, 
officials didn’t have to probe so deen 
nor go so far as they at first feared 


- 


they would. An aged groom, known 
as Old Pat, in charge of one of the en- 
tries, Sandray, supplied the first clue. 

Early in the afternoon, he said 
he was sitting propped back against 
Sandray’s stall gate when several 
men stopped beside him. They had a 
quart of whiskey and in the friend- 
liest ways urged him again and again 
to have a drink. 

When he withstood their wiles, 
they still hung around, and in a mo- 

ment when his at- 
tention must have 
been distracted, he 
said, they dropped 
a poisoned apple 
into Sandray’s stall. 
He found the core, 
and as the men 
drove. away he 
scribbled down their 
license on a match 
pack. 

Here the element 
‘of coincidence en- 
tered. Within 30 
minutes after the 
car left Old Pat, it 
was picked up in 
downtown Aurore 
after crashing int: 
a ped light. Its fou 
occupants tried s 
hard to avoid a 
rest — offerin’ 
bribes, the arres. 
ing officer said 
that they were ta! 
en to police heac 
quarters. : 

There they were 
identified as “Bus. 
ter” Marion and 
Irving Levert, 
former valets’ in 

the jockey quarters and well known 
on the turf; and Bill Evans and W. W. 
Young, newcomers. 

Young insisted that he was presi- 
dent of a bank in West Virginia, but 
police found he could neither rea 
nor write, so they concentrated the: 
efforts on him. 

He did not hold out long, and whe : 
he did break he unfolded the full 
shocking story. ~-Two other men, 
named Davis and Clark, he said, he 
been hired to poison the horses 
enough to slow them up. Clark sup- 
posedly knew the dosage, having the 
reputation for poisoning Single G, a 
pacer, who had dropped in a race at 
Chillicothe, Ohio. 

Young, according to his story, was 
to pay the two $1,000 which they 
were to play on Fayenza;, Young was 
then to bet $5,000 in the books at 
Charlestown on Fayenza, and split 
his winnings with Marion, Levert and 
Evans. To get the best odds, they 
chose the longest shot in the race as 
the one to spare. 

Davis, suspicious of his partners, 
insured ‘the defeat of the whole 
scheme by giving each horse a few 
extra poisoned sugar cubes besides 
the other poison administered. Clark 
had fed the horses apples sprinkled 
with strychnine from a saltcellar he’d 
kept in a vest pocket. 

The scheme was as crude as it 
was vicious. Davis’ room in an Au- 
rora hotel provided striking evidence. 
There police found a box of sugar 
cubes, laden with strychnine. 

Other evidence corroborated 
Young’s confession, .and then the 
guilt of the group never was in doubt, 

Young escaped a penitentiary sen- 
tence by reimbursing owners for the 
cost of their horses, the total reach- 
ing about $40,000. Also he paid a 
fine for his passive part in the plot. 

His partners fared worse. They 
were fined and sentenced to a peniten- 
tiary for six months. 

. This seems to have been an ade- 
quate lesson for them. ‘They’ve never

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Long Life Now for BLUE

[TTLE Diane Snel] of Waukesha, Wis., was 
| born Dec. 10, 1944. But she doesn't cele- 
brate that anniversary. Her birthday parties 
are geared to a date 21 months later, Sept. 13, 
1946, the day surgeons at Children’s Memorial 
Hospital in Chicago performed the history-making 
operation that transformed Diane from a “blue 
baby into a normal child. P 

“We changed,” her mother, Mrs. Andrew Snell, 
explained, “because that was when she really 
began to live.” 

Since then .the operation, perfected at North- 
western University’s medical school, has made 
Chicago a mecca not only for “blue” babies and 
their parents but for surgeons from all over. 

Medical men from virtually every country, ex- 
cept Germany and Russia, have witnessed this 
operation. They have journeyed to Chicago from 
such far-away and widely-separated places as 
South Africa and Japan, Switzerland and Argen- 
tina, Denmark and Teheran to observe at first 
hand the new technique which represents another 
milestone in -science’s struggle to save “blue” 
babies from hopeless invalidism and déath. 

The sufferings of such children are basically 


due to lack of oxygen. Though their lungs and 
breathing apparatus are normal, they experience 
all the discomforts of air-hunger because of a de- 
fect, present from birth, in the pulmonary artery 
leading from:the heart to the lungs. 
In them, the opening of this artery within the 
heart is so constricted that only a small quantity 
of blood can enter the heart for the trip to the 
lungs where impurities are thrown off and the 
life-giving load of oxygen needed by every cell 
and tissue is picked up by the blood’s red ceils 
Babies thus afflicted not only have blue lips, 
blue fingers, blue toes and a bluish cast to their 
skin, but they are invalids who neither grow nor 
develop as they should, due to oxygen starvation. 
Diane, the first childjwon whom the Chicayvo 
operation was performed, weighed only 18 pounds 
at the age of 21 months. Even the effort of eating 
was too much for her. If her feedings were given 
a bit too fast, she gasped for breath, turned deep 
purple around the lips and lost consciousness. 


NTIL a few years ago medical science could! 

hold out no hope -for such children. 

Then, in 1944, Drs. Alfred Blalock and Helen 
Taussig of Johns Hopkins University in Baltimore 
perfected the first “blue” baby operation in his-

tory. They devised a way to bring more bloc 
to the lungs by short-circuiting the censtrictic 
in the pulmonary artery and connecting it furth 
along its length, at a point where it was of nor 
size, with arteries leading to the arm or head. 

Though this procedure worked like a mirac 
in giving blue babies the oxygen they needed 
live and grow, it meant a certain curtailment 
circulation either to the arm or the brain. 

In the first case, little harm resulted. 
blood supply to the arm might not be perfect bi 
it sufficed..In the other procedure, the hazard wé 
greater because it sacrificed part of the bloc 
supply to the brain, the body’s controlling orgé 

This pioneer operation solved the fundamen 
problem and, with it to point the way, the Chicag 
doctors found they could achieve the same res 
in getting more blood to the lungs by a methc 
which did not disturb circulation to arm or bre 

They reasoned that since the aorta—the gre 
artery coming directly from the heart—cro 
over the pulmonary artery, a connection betwee 
them at their point of intersection would allo 
blood from the aorta to travel to the lungs. 

It was a daring conception, one which seemé

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to involve tremendous risks. It meant cutting 
into the body’s main artery, through which, with 
every heart beat blood must flow to all parts of 
the body. And not only cutting into the aorta, 
but keeping it open long enough to join its walls 
by tiny stitches to those of the pulmonary artery. 

Such an operation might mean almost instant 
death by hemorrhage because of the great volume 
of blood carried by the aorta. On the other hand, 
to clamp off this largest of arteries, to obstruct 
its life-giving flow for any length of time, could 
only mean death from another cause. 

The doctors finally solved this problem 
through the invention of a special clamp, whteh 
pinches off a little of the artery wall—-enough tod 
allow for the incision—but permits blood to flow. 

The success of this technique has won acclaim 
and brought new hope to “blue” babies. 

One such child to benefit by this surgery is 
77-year-old Roberta Springer, recently brought to 
Chicago by her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Robert 
Springer, from their farm near Linden, Wis. 
Though less severely handicapped than many blue 
babies, Roberta was still unable to live a normal 
life. Said her mother:

“She could go to school*«—part of the time. But 
she’d have terrible weak spells when she seemed 
to be suffocating. Her lips would turn black and 
she’d gasp and cough. All that is gone now. She’s 
so gay and happy and for the first time in her 
life she is eating as she should.” 

Describing the effects of a similar operation 
on his 6-year-old daughter, Joyce Ann, David 
Brandwein, a Chicago attorney, said: 

“We have experienced a miracle.” 

Before Joyce Ann had her operation last De. 
cember, she couldn’t walk’ and.was taken for air- 
ings in a buggy. She could: never finish a meal 
without lying down several times to rest. But 
let her father tell it: 

“We had absolutely no social life. Even a visi- 
tor to our apartment caused Joyce Ann to be- 
come dangerously excited. All the normal sur- 
prises and pleasures of childhood had to be ruled 
out—they stimulated her too much. But the 
worst was the fear that we would lose her, and 
we never knew what might happen 

Today Joyce Ann goes to school. She can 
walk halé a mile without tiring and ride her 
tricycle for hours.

The operation, which takes about t eae, 
is among the most delicate and skilful hky/the 
whole surgical repertory. It involves opening the 
ehest wall and collapsing one lung to expose the 
heart and its adjacent vessels. 


T REQUIRES not only the most deft and gentle 

surgery but the services of an expert anesthetist. 
His is the role of feeding oxygen and anesthetic 
with great care to prevent collapse during the 
time needed by the surgeon for his crucial work 
of splicing two arteries together with stitches less 
than four one-hundredths of an inch apart. 

Once the major hazard of the operation is over- 
come, recovery from all the conditions caused by 
lack of oxygen is amazingly rapid, some children 
turning from blue to: pink even before they are 
out of the operating room, and all within 10 days, 

For the first time in their lives, these children 
get a normal amount of oxygen. The effects are 
instantaneous and spectacular.

CURIOSIZY may have 
killed the cat but it 
did considerably better for 
pretty, blond Marcile 
Young, .a sophomore at the 
University of Denver. Curi- 
osity started Marcile on a 
strange and daring pathway 
to a college education,

ago, Marcile was visiting in 
Wichita, Kansas, when she 
heard that a near-by aerial 
circus needed a stunt para- 
chute jumper. Marcile was 
a licensed pilot, but she'd 
never jumped in her life.

Pulling the rip-cord is 
still a problem for Marcile, 
who stands five feet five 
and weighs a mere 110 
pounds — plus 55 pounds 
of jumping equipment. It 
takes all’ the strength in 
both her hands to free the 
big silken sheets which 
carry her to terra firma in 
safety. Despite the fact that 
she has made dozens of 
jumps, she admits to stage 
fright with every new leap

descent turned out other 
than planned, however. Once 
the ‘wind carried her wide 
of the mark, and she wound 
up in'a farmyard amid a 
tangle of reapers, hayrakes 
and’ startled horses.

But into her extracur- 
ricular activities she also 
wedges plenty of  para- 
chute praetice, as. she 
strives to improve her act. 
She specializes in a delayed 
drop in which she plum- 
mets earthward for 3,000 


feet before “breaking sitk,” 
and.is also working on a 
stunt which will involve an 
American flag. She owns 
her own plane, a surplus 
Army two-seater which she 
bought from money earned 
while jumping. 

Without her parachute, 
Marcile has a typical! 
squeamishness about such 
things. as tall buildings, 
cliffs, or other high places.

HERE will be a sudden death in 
the neighborhood, for there was a 
winding sheet on my candle when 
I looked at it this morning, and I 
never knew it to fail thata sudden death. followed.” 

All that day, Sunday, March 21, 1829, the 
widow Burgess went around the village of Sterl- 
ing, Conn., repeating the dire prediction she had 
first made to her landlady upon arising. 

Not only had there been a winding sheét on 
her candle, said she, but her ears were ringing. 
And that was another sign. 

The villagers heard Waity Burgess’ prediction 
with mingled reactions. For, truth to tell, Waity 
had come a long way, in a manner of speaking, 
since first beholding the light of day at near-by 
Foster, R. I., 39 years before. 

It has been written that she was in her youth 
“a lively and sprightly girl, but wilful, turbulent 
and ungovernable.” t the early age of 14 “she 
evinced a strong passion for the opposite sex.” 

“In the latter end of the third year of her 
’*teens,” her biographer recorded, “she had the

mortification to be called mother. Notwithstand- 
ing the disgrace she brought upon her parents, it 
passed off her with indifference and unconcern.” 

Waity often boasted, it was said, that she could 
win the heart of any man in 10 minutes, especially 
if he was a soldier. 


HE was quoted as saying, previous to the gen- 

erul muster for the War of 1812, “I had rather 
go to one general-training than all the balls in 
town, for there I can dance, eat and drink, and 
select such company as I please—and all at no 
expense.” 

She had done well in marrying Welcome 
- Bargess, and ~ borne him five children by the 
time he died a fever in the summer of 1826. 
As he left little or no property, the wayward 
widow now had to depend largely on charity to 
feed her hungry young. 

“She lived several months upon Chestnut Hill 
Conn.,” says the record,’ “keeping the neighbor- 
hood in a continual uproar and confusion till at 
last the inhabitants determined to rid themselves 
of her. 

“Accordingly, one evening a club of men as- 
sembled together, pulled up her sauce [vege- 
tables] tore down the gates and outbuildings, and 
commenced an attack upon the house with stones 
and clubs, broke in her windows, and prostrated 
everything that came their way. 
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“If You Mean to Associate With Other Men You Will Look to Them 
for a Living,"" the Jealous Watkins Shouted at Waity. The Other 
Man Took to His Heels and Ran Off Down the Road. 
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“This had not its desired effect, for the Town 
Council, to put a final end to it, had to warn her 
out of town, and these orders were carried into 
execution.” 

Waity made her way to Sterling, where lived 
her father, Daniel Preston, a highly respected 
farmer, and he took her in, along with her covey 
of young. 

Presently she decided to farm out her 14-year- 
old son, Orrin, and spent several months traveling 
about the countryside seeking suitable foster 
parents, 

Eventually she reached the farm of Oliver 
Watkins, and it was then that a fatal association 
sprang, practically full-born, into existence. 

Watkins at this time (the winter of 1827) had 
a wife, Roxana, whom he had married in 1816, 
and several children. But that did‘not feaze the 
widow Burgess. She turned on her charms to 
full steam ahead, and Oliver could not summon 
the will to get out of the way. 


Soon he was being seen almost every day 


. going to the Preston home. 


Waity’s father, much distressed, had a talk 
with her. He told her that if she did not put a 
stop to this, she would have to get out. 

She showed “contempt at her father for the 
reprimand,” and told him she would get out if 
he would let her lve in a vacant cabin on his 
property, a few hundred feet down the road. 

The father consented to this, only to discover 
that by so doing he had made the situation all 
the more scandalous. The liaison became “a 
common talk and past all shame.” 

Finally, late in May, 1828, Farmer Preston 
went to the cabin, took out the windows, tore 
up the floor, unhung the doors, and told Waity 
to take herself off his Property. The dwelling 
no longer being quite habitable, she moved to 
a house not far from the Watkins farm, and 
thereafter concentrated much of her time and 
strength upon a campaign to eliminate Roxana 
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Watkins and succeed her as Oliver’s lawful wife. 
Chiefly her idea was to magnify her own value 
and belittle Roxana. 

“Your wife,” she remarked, “lets her clothes 
lay outdoors until they rot. She does not know 
how.to make good yarn nor cloth, and is a lazy, 
indolent person. I used to spin.-my own wool 
and flax, make my own cloth, and had time to 
sell at the same time, and kept my npuse neat 
and tidy. 

“If you had a good smart wife,” ine added, 
coming to the point, “you would get along much 
better.” 

But Oliver seemed content to let matters slide. 

On in. early March, 1829, Waity re- 
sorted to a trick to arouse Watkins’ jealousy. 
While he was working in a field, she strolled 
down the road with a man whom Watkins, as 
she well knew, thoroughly despised. 

Watkins reacted as she had hoped, dropping 
his plow and coming on the run with a roar 
of rage. While the other man took to his heels, 
wee showered her with abuse. 

f you mean to associate with other men,” 
he shouted, “you will look to them for a living. 
I am determined not to assist you if you behave 
after this manner.” 

“But there was*ho harm in what I was doing,” 
she protested. “What’s the harm in conversing 
with a man on & public highway?” 

Waity now saw fit to weep. “You accuse me 
wrongfully,” she watled, “and I shall never take 
any more comfort, ‘and will never trouble you 
. again, nor anyone else, for I am determined to 
make away with myself at the first opportunity.” 

With that,. she marched off into the woods, 
' sobbing. 

Soon the whole neighborhood was buzzing 
with the report that Waity Burgess had gone 
off to hang herself. 

Two hours later, Watkins found her sitting

on a stump, her hair in disorder, her elbows 
resting on her knees, her hands covering her face. 

“Well, I’m glad I’ve found you,” he said. “I 
never was so alarmed in my life. I had rather 
have given my horse than be frightened so.” 

“You have got here just in time,” she told 
him. “In another few minutes I should have 
been gone, and if you do not take me to wife 
soon you may not be on time again.” 

Apparently to placate her, while not really 
meaning it, he promised to take steps soon. 

Ww took him at his word. She acted as 
though in no time at all she would become Mrs. 
Oliver Watkins. 

“T am to have a new greatcoat,” she told a 
friend. “Which would you get; plaid or broadcloth?” 

“Well, plaid is the cheaper,” said the friend. 

- “But suppose,” Waity asked with a confident, 

secretive smile, “that it were to cost you nothing— 
then which would you have?” 

“Broadcloth, without a doubt.” 

“Then I shall have broadcloth,” said Waity. 


JHE story now returns to the events of Sunday, 


March 21. ‘That is the day Waity Burgess 
went around the village talking abou: a winding 
sheet on her candle, and a ringing in her ears, 
ahd sudden death. . 


That afternoon, when her son Visited her as 


usual, she said to him: 

“T have made up my mind to get married. 
There is a yourlg man who has proposed to me, 
and I think I'll accept. I’m tired of not having 
a man around the’ house.” 

Presently Orrin was back at the Watkins 
home, where he repeated ‘this piece of intelli- 
gence. Immediately Watkins “hastened to his 
enchantress, and stayed with her some time.” 

Oliver Watkins was back home at 7:30 p. m., 
and it was. shortly after midnight that he let 
loose a shout, then began pounding on the bed- 
room of his mother-in-law, Mrs. Adams. 

“Get up! Get up!” he yelled. “I think Roxa 
is dying!” 

By the time Mrs. Adams reached the Watkins’ 
bedroom, Oliver had lighted a candle and donned 
his breeches. He was now applying camphor 
to his wife’s discolored throat. 

“She has choked herself with her beads,” he 
explained, indicajing a broken string of beads 
on the bed. “She waked me by saying, ‘Oh dear,’ 
or something like that, and I knew immediately 
that she was dying.” 

Mrs. Adams looked at the deep blue mark 
encircling her daughter’s throat, and prudently 
said nothing. 

“Do you think we can revive her?” Oliver 
asked. 

Mrs. Adams looked again and said, “No.” 

She awakened Orrin Burgess and sent him to 
arouse the neighbors.. Soon who should arrive 
but Waity Burgess in her best dress. 

“Oh, dear, Mrs. Burgess, what shall I do?” 
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Watkins exclaimed. “Roxana is gone and left 
me with all these children!”’ 

Waity somberly regarded Roxana’s throat, and 
said, “You are not the only one that is left 
alone.” 

The neighbors begart to pour in, 

Among the first to arrive were 


Levi Wood 


-and his wife, Mary. Watkins shook hands with 


them and escorted them to the bed. Wood asked 
how that mark had come on Roxana’s throat, 
and the newly-made widower replied, “I am sorry 
to see that.” 


He added that he thought the beads had got. 


tangled while Roxana slept, and choked her. Mrs. 


Wood picked up a part of the string and pulled. 


at it a bit; the string came apart in her hands. 
Her gaze wandered to a horse whip hanging 
beside the door. 


NOW Deacon Wheaton Wood and Squire Bur- 


lingame came in. As he greeted them, Watkins 
said, “I am a poor undone creature. My wife is 
dead. I think she has died in a fit.” 

The Rev. Israel Day said prayers over the 
body at 2 a, m., then said to Oliver, “Tell me 
all you know of Roxana’s death.” He replied 
that he had been awakened by her making “a 
noise that was like a nightmare.” “He jogged 
her, then* thought immediately that-she must 
be dying. 

“Do you ‘think ¢that anyone could come in 
and use such violence .as appeared on her throat, 
and you not know it?” the minister ‘inquired. 

“ “No, I do not think they could,” Watkins re- 
plied. “I do not Know but what suspicion might 
fall on me,” 

Dawn was breaking when a coroner’s jury 
met, considered the facts, and decided that Rox: 
ana had died accidentally. That same day a group 
of local farmers formed a committee. 


Waity Burgess, looking very thoughtful, hov.- 


but did not seem particularly con- 
cerned about Oliver. Indeed, she seemed to avoid 
him as much as possible. Early in the afternoon 
she went into a bedroom to take a nap, and he 
followed her, shut the door, and remained with 
her some five minutes, 

It was reported,that someone asked him how 
he came to go in there at such a time, and that 
he replied he went in to get a pinch of snuff. 

“You had better have left the door open,” 
this anonymous someone remarked, “for 
folks an opportunity to talk about you,” 

On Tuesday, the 23d, the body was removed 
to the graveyard at Killingly, but before it could 
be interred a carriage-load of police officers 
dashed up, forbade the burial, and took Watkins 
into custody. 

The farmers’ committee had been to see the 
state’s attorney, 

While a “great concourse” of peaple milled 
about, excitedly discussing the sensational devel- 
opments, the corpse’ was removed to a neai-by 
tavern, and an autopsy was performed thee. 
While this was in progress, Watkins “sat down at 
the table and ate very hearty, to the astonishment 
of all around him.” 

As evening-fell, the autopsy had not yet been 
completed, so the suspect was kept under guard 
at the tavern. He slept on the floor, snoring 
“with as much unconcern as though nothing had 
happened.”

[N THE opinion of the autopsy physicians, Rox- 
ana Watkins had been murdered. Accordingly 
Oliver was removed to the county prison at 
Brooklyn, Conn. He went on trial on Oct. 13. 

According to the state, this was what hap- 
pened on the night of Sunday, March 21: 

Watkins went to bed at his usual time that 
evening, probably at about 8. But he remained 
awake, waiting for the household to slip deep 
into sleep. , 

Just before midnight, he crept slowly out of 
bed, then stood erect, listening to the regular 
breathing of children on thé Opposite side of 
the room, and of his mother-in-law in the next 
chamber. Assured that all was well, he moved 
to the far wall and lifted the horse whip from 
its peg. 

Back at the bed, working very slowly and 
carefully, he slipped the stock of the whip under 
Roxana’s neck. She was a healthy woman, and 
slept well—-she did not awaken. 

Once this ticklish operation had been accom- 
plished, he grasped both ends of the whip in his 
hands and pulled with all the strength that was 
in him. At the same time, the state held, he must 
have thrown himself across his wife’s body to 
prevent her from. thrashing. 

He must have held the whip tight around her 
throat for nearly 10 minutes. (The mark made 
by the whip had been measured and found to be 
a quarter of an inch deep all the way around.)

Next, he replaced the whip, smoothed out the 
bed, and. pulled Roxana’s nightdress up-close to 
her chin to cover her neck. The state held that 
the wife had been wearing: the’ beads, and that 
the string broke during the. killing, but it was 
also possible that Oliver Watkins deliberately 
broke the string and placed it near her neck for 
the purposes of his: story. 

The jury. listened attentively to the evidence, 
and on Thursday, the 25th, found him guilty/(of 
murder. The next day he was sentenced to be 
hanged the following May. 

In the ensuing weeks arid months, Watkins 
kept insisting that no man could strangle his 


» Wife without the wife making some sort of alarm- 


ing noise. He wrote a notice to this effect and 
arranged to have it posted in the Sterling meeting 
house. It read: 

NOTICE 

To the inhabitants of the County of Wind- 
ham 

I, Oliver Watkins, have been requested to 
give all the information that was in my 
power, and I have tryed the experiment my- 
self, I find it out of my power to stop my 
own breath or to prevent my taking with 
eas by applying a cord about my neck in 
the form of that mark that was on my wife’s 
neck. 

I am willing that any person or persons 
shall call on me and try for thare own satis- 
faction*if this will give them any. I wish it 
might be tryed and I hope that some gentle- 
man will call on me and try for his own Sat- 
isfaction. 

Am I to be hanged on the third Wednes- 
day of May next on the charge of a crime that 
was impossible for a man to have committed? 
Then fare well, fellow mortals, I must raise 
my eyes to the lion of ‘the tribe of Judea 
and lower my hands in despair of any hope

of justice in. this world, and leave it in this 
unjust and scandalice way a disgrace to my 
children and friends and I think to my coun- 


try. 

OLIVER ‘WATKINS 

The doomed man won-a new trial, but ” 

verdict was the same as before. 

On Aug. 2, 1831, he was led to a gallows witieh 
had been erected “on a low mound at the foot 
of the high hill one mile eadt of Brooklyn, on 
the south side of the road to Danielson.” A re- 
port of the event stated that a company of ‘the 
old state militia was on hand, and “the hillside 
was black with people.” 


Wa. went to his death calmly. It was 
the last public execution in Connecticut. 

Returning to the widow Waity Burgess: 

“Soon after the death of Mrs. Watkins, .she was 
ordered out of the town of Sterling,” gne ac- 
count states, “Her father would no more shelter 
her, and she wandered about for a few days in the 
town of Foster, R. LIL. till she got discouraged 
and hopeless. 

““She went down the road and sat down op- 
posite the house ‘of Mr. H— She sat there 
weeping and bewailing her forlorn condition in 
such lamentable terms that Mr. H——— took com- 
passion On her and her child, and asked them 
into his house. He then, after some persuasion, * 
consented to let her have a room in his house, 
for a short time. He took his team and went: 
up to her dwelling in Sterling, got her furniture 
and brought it down to his house. 

“She did not remain long in peace, for the 
neighbors rose and assembled one evening,» not 
far from the house, formed columns, and marched 
for her residence. The first thing she observed 
in the procession was a large sharp wooden 
horse, supported by eight rugged men, in the 
fore part. of the procession, at which she shud- 
dered and trembled, 

“They then commenced their Indian whoop, 
shouting and screaming vengeance for their vic- 
tim. The whole house was in alarm and confu- 
sion; they could not get into the house, and 
therefore commenced an attack- upon it with 
clubs and stones, breaking in the windows, and 
thrashifig the house with their clubs till they 
were weary. Nor would they leave till they had 
warned them of their intention of visiting her 
again. 

“Mr. H became greatly alarmed, and sent 
for her father-in-law, who eame and took her 
child, and left her to shirk for herself. She 
packed up her budget and went off to Killingly 
or Woodstock, where she keeps retired and Se- 
cluded from her former associates.” 

Deacon Wood remarked at the time, “There 
is no peace for the wicked.”

by the manufacturer. Good 
informative labels carry the 


results of these tests. Study-* 


ing this information is the 
most dependable way to 
buy rayon or any other 
fabric. 

It is always a good idea 
to save these labels because 
they contain laundering in- 
structions. 


Basic Weaves 


AYON, and other woven 

fabrics, can be divided 
into three basic weaves: 

1. Plain Weave. Most 
rayon fabrics fall into this 
group. The threads are 
woven in a simple over and 
under’ pattern. Taffeta, 
sharkskin and rayon moire 
are plain weave fabrics. 

2. Twill Weave. -This is 
an especially durable weave 
which can be _ identified 
easily by diagonal ribs in 
the fabric. 

3. Satin Weave. Fabrics 
of this weave have a 
smooth, glossy surface. 

It is important to know 
wearing qualities and out- 


standing charatteristics of 


each weave so that you can 
select the fabric most ap- 
propriate for your purpose. 


Durable Weaves 


ARMENTS which receive 
hoard wear should* be 
mace of a fabric which is 


serviceable above everything 


A twill weave such as 
rayon gabardine or covert 
is good for suits, sports 
clothes; and children’s play 
clothes. Durable plain weave

“Smooth, glossy fabrics 
have a tendency to soil less 
readily than rough textured 
ones, 

If resistance to soil is 
important, choose rayon 
sharkskin over rayon twill; 
rayon suiting rather than a 
rayon tweed. 


Luxurious Weaves 


ECAUSE of their attrac- 

tive appearance and ex. 
cellent draping qualities, 
rayon crepe, velvet and 
chiffon are good fabrics for 
dressy clothes. 

Rayon satins and taffetas 
will not soil as readily as 
rayon mossy crepes -or 
nubbly, novelty weaves. 


Firm Weave 


Always look fora fabric 
which is firmly woven. 
It will keep its shape better, 
wear longer and launder 
better than a loosely woven 
fabric. 

To test for firmness, hold 
the material up to the light 
and ‘s@e if the yarns are 
evenly spaced. Pull the 
fabric gently between your 
fingers. If the yarns shift 
easily and the fabric be- 
comes puffy in places, there 
will be danger of pulling at 
the seams. 


Color Fastness 
He TYPE of dye used to 
color a fabric, and the 
method used in dyeing, de- 
termine the color fastness 


of the fabric. 


Look for color’ service- 
ability information on the 
label, or if there is no label, 
you can test a sample of 
the material at home. Place 
a small piece of it in a glass 
of hot suds for 15 minutes. 
If the color does not run, it 
is fairly safe to wash the 
material,
